country, Two of the mott valuable privileges 
of Anglithmen, the right of perforial fecurity, 
and of private property, are daily infringed 
wpon by a fet.of hardened ruffians, who, unlefs 
fome early andeffeual fop be put to their des 
predations, ‘bid fair to reign Lords paramount 
over the Metropolis, and its enxirons. : 

This ftate of things f{eems,to cill aloud fora 
more than ordinary exertion of the Legiflature 
and Magiftrates, in order to produce a {peedy 
remedy for the growing evil. [Tt will not, then,

be attained.; Much had been fuid ; and by able 
men, about taking care of the infant ‘peor, 
forcing idie p:ople to work, and patting down 
ale-houfes: But thefe_ means operate owly::
